Washington, December 10.—Con- 
cern over relations with Mexico is 
being used as an argument by op- 
ponents of the Geneva poison gas 
treaty in a driye which has apparently 
prevented ratification. 

' After a carfvass of the situation in 
the senate, Curtis, majority leader, 
said late today that the drift of sen- 
timent in the senate- was against. rati- 
fieation and the pact probably would 
be referred back to committee for 
further consideration.

Possibility of War. 

The possibility of wag to the south 
was mentioned frequently by senators 
questioning the advisability of the 
treaty both in and out of the senate. 

Reed, of Pennsylvania, who brought 
this argument forward in debate yes- 
terday, amplified it informally in pr.- 
vate conversation today. 

“None of us can anticipate the next 
war,” he said, “But it would seem 
to be more humane. to use gases which 
would temporarily. disable an enemy 
than bayonets and shrapnel. 

Commenting on Reed's origina! 
speech, Senator Moses, New Hamp- 
shire republican, said. “I should take 
Senator Reed's statement as the wara- 
ing of a great patriot that there ‘s 


the possibility of a war with Mexico | 


and that we should be prepared.” 
Scouts Idea of War. 
Reed scouted the possibility of war 


with any major power in the near 
ogeture. 


“But we are haying diplomatic fric- 
tion from time to time with countries 
that are not classed as great military 
powers,” Reed said. “I need not single 
eut any one but if each of us were to 
try to estimate what was the moat 
probable next war, I feel sure that 
we would point to one of the countries 
that is not considered a great military 
power. 

“Would it not be more merciful, as 
suming that we were at war with 
some Central American country, to win 
our battles by the temporary incapac- 
ity of our enemies than to blow them 
all over -heir cactus plants?” 

Senator. Borah, chairman of the 
foreign relations committee, who favurs 
the gas treaty, and Senator Walsh, vf 
Montana, do not dispute the hypo- 
thesis of Reed but argue that gas is 
not as humane as Reed contends. 

Official concern over Mexican rela- 
tions increased here with 
reports that alleged Mexican 
bearing arms for Nicaraguan revolu- 
tionists are heading for Puerto Cabe- 
was, Nicaragua, where the United 
States gunboat Tulsa is stationed with 
Marines,

Probability that most of the 39 fer- 
tilizer companies against whom anti- 
trust proceedings were filed by the de- 
partment of justice in federal district 
court here today will not contest was 
indicated tonight in a formal state- 
ment of counsel. The companies, do- 
ing business chiefly in the south and 
producing approximately 6,500,000 
tons or 85 per cent of the fertilizer 
manufactured annually in the United 
States, are accused of negotiation of 
agreements to lessen competition and 
of manipulation of freight rates. 

Competition Lessened. 

The government’s complaint charg- 
ed specifically that during three years 
preceding May 1, 1926, the defendant 
companies carried on their trade “pur- 
Suant to an understanding and agree- 
ment between all of said corporation 
defendants to lessen in essential re- 
spects competition among themselves 
as to terms and conditions of sale” 
and agreed upon the use of “certain 
ports as exhaustive basing points, and 
of including freight rates from said 
ports in prices.” : 

In a formal statement, counsel for 
certain of the companies named said 
that the “companies concerned have 
voluntarily cooperated” in the govern- 
ment’s investigation, which has been 
under way for a year. 

“Since the information charges no 
specific and substantial wrongdoing 
as to the past and does not allege

OIL BATTLE SEEN 
UNDER NEW PLAN 


Robert Pesqueira Credit- 
ed With. Solution of 
Program Involving Mu- 
tual Concessions.

Mexico City, December 10,—Rob- 
ert V. Pesqueira, former confidential 
agent of the Mexican government ip 
Washington and at one time financial 
agent of the Mexican government in 
New York and El Paso, is credited 
with having worked out a solution to 


the eleven years’ conflict between tne 
American oil companies and the Mex- 
ican government. Senor Pesqueira is 
the man who persuaded President Ca'- 
les to waive the provision in the oil 
regulations requiring the companies 
to record their titles as a prior condi- 
tion to the applications for the 5v- 
year concessions. Upon this basis 
the oil companies will proceed to ex- 
change their fee simple titles for con- 
cessions, 

Non-acceptance of the United States 
government of the aileged retroactive 
and confiscatofy provisions of the oil 
law still stands, however, it is stated 
authoritatively. Oil companies operat- 
ing in Mexico are at liberty to adopt 
any policy they please, but in the fu- 
ture, it is indicated, they need not 
expect their government to be as zea'- 
ous as in the past in pulling their 
chestnuts out of the fire. 

Senor Pesqueira himself represents 
claimants to a considerable section of 
land held by American oil companies. 
A peacemaker by temperament and 
said to understand the American pe»- 
ple better than any other Mexican in 
or out of Mexico, he conceived the idea 
that if the companies were freed from 
the immediate necessity of attesting 
their loose titles, they would be eager 
to fall in line. Once obtaining a de 
eree to this effect from President Cal- 
les, he flew in an airplane to San An- 
tonie, where the oil heads were gath- 
ered in conference and communicated 
the news to them. ‘They prompt!y 
voted to come tg. terms, Te 

Hereafter, in accordance with. this 
decision, the American. oil companies 
operating in Mexico, will be guaran- 
teed 50-year concessions to their pron- 
erties. These may be transferred only 
with the consent of the Mexican gov- 
ernment and may be revoked for vio- 
lation of their conditions. But*®the 
companies, according to their repre- 
sentatives here, feel that there is no 
better solution in sight and they are 
relieved at the prospect of operating 
without the handicap of litigation at 
every turn, over their titles.

Washington, December 10.—The de- 
fense in t. s'all-Doheny oil con- 
spiracy trial practically closed its case 
tonight with both aged defendants in 
a confident frame of mind, due to de- 
velopments of the last two days.

It is earnest desire of the president 
to settle the problem of the Philip- 
pine Islands to establish a relation- 
ship between the islands and the 
United States satisfactory to the Fili- 
pinos, to restore native cooperation in 
the government and to develop the 
vast natural resources of the archi- 
pelago, particularly the production of 
rubber, for the benefit of the Filipino 


people. 
Report of Thompson. 
The president will make the first 
formal move toward carrying out this 
program early next week, when he 


will transmit to eongress the report 


of Colonel Carmi Thompson, of Ohio, 
who was dispatched to the Philip- 


solution. Mr. Coolidge will recom- 
mend such amendments of the Philip- 
pines organic act and other legisla- 
tion as, in his opinion, will achieve 
his purpose and will endeavor to pro- 
cure passage of the bills at this ses- 
sion. 

Colonel Thompson, in his report, 
advises extension of autonomy to the 
Filipinos as rapidly as circumstances 
warrant, He believes that an agree

EASURE URGED 


Washington, December 10.—Failure 
of congress to enact the McFaddeu- 
Pepper branch banking bill, now tied 
up in conference, is threatening the 
control and influence of the Federal 
Rererve system, comptroller of the 
currency J. W. McIntosh declares in 
his annual report. | 

Urging an immediate agreement, 
McIntosh pointed out that since Oc- 
tober 21, 1923, 256 national banks 
have left the national system and 
gone into state systems because of 


greater difficulties of operating under 
the national system as it now stands 
The bill now pending is designed ‘o 
eliminate these difficulties, 

As a result of the “widespread de- 
sertions from the national system,” 
McIntosh declared, “the federal gov- 
‘ernment is gradually losing its posi- 
itive and immediate control over the 
|instrumentalities of commercial credit 
and over the membership in the Fed- 
eral Reserve system.’ 

The main difference between house 
and senate conferees, Melntosh said 
is over the Hull amendment. He does 
not regard this difference as impor- 
tant, explaining that regardless of this 
amendment, the immediate effect of 
the bill would be to stop the further 
ispread of state-wide branch banking 
| within the Federal Reserve system. 

“Each time a national bank aban- 
dons its charter the federal govern- 
/mént Josees an instrumentality through 
‘which it maintains a direct contro! 
| over banking policy and banking op- 
'erations,” the comptroller said. 
| “Each withdrawal constitutes the 
loss of a unit in tge basic membership 
‘of the Federal Reserve system.”

Philippine republic would float in its 
stead. But the United States would 
refain a protective relationship with 
the islands analogous to the relation- 
ship between America and Cuba. 

Under the Platt amendment the 
United States possesses and has exer- 
cised the right to intervene in Cuba 
for the restoration of independence 
and undertakes to protect Cuba from 
foreign aegression. 

Application of the principle of the 
Platt amendment to the Philippine 
islands is essentially what the presi- 
dent contemplates in connection with 
granting independence to the islands 
eventually. He is opposed to turning 
them loose to shift for themselves. 

U. S. Would Protect Islands. 

Under the relationship contem- 
plated by the president, the United 
States would remain responsible for 
pretection of the Philippine islands 
from aggression, but the whole bur- 
den of defense should not rest on the 
United States, the president holds. 
There should be cooperation between 
the Filipinos and Americans in pro- 
viding for defense of the Archipelago. 

The. president has suggested that 
the Filipines might cultivate rubber 
profitably on a small acreage and 
that development on large seale 
by American capital would furnish 
employment at good wages, But to 
develop rubber production on a large 
scale it wonld be necessary for the 
Philippine Island legislature to lift 
the 2.4”)-acre limit on plantations. 

The Filipines possess a larze mens- 
tre of autonomy, as at present of the 
six heads of executive departments 
five are Filipinos. Of the nine mem- 
bers of the supreme court, four are 
lilipinos, ineluding the chief justice. 
Minor officials are nearly all na- 
tives, Governor General Wood re- 
ports that the percentage of Ameri- 
cans in the government. ineluding

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Vermicide or Suicide. 

Does the constant taking of 
calomel, such as one grain of 
calomel and one grain of santonin 
in tablets each night hurt the sys- 
tem? (A. A.) 

Answer.—Yes. The mercury alone 
tends to produce a cumulative chron‘e 
mercurial poisoning. The santonin 
tends to cause blindness, preceded ‘iy 
yellow or green vision, muscular tre:n- 
ors, convulsive twitchings or convul- 
‘sions. This question reminds us that 
a little knowledge is dangerous. Prob- 
ably the unfortunate who uses the 
calomel and santonin has a notion that 
the ‘edicine will kill worms, whether 
such intestinal parasites are preseat 
in fact or only in the victim’s imagi- 
nation. It is futile, and .very often 
dangerous, to ply a patient with worm 
medicine (vermifuge or vermicide) in| 
such desultory fashion.

There is no possible defense for any 
lynching in a community living under 
the reign of laws. 

But a lynching is an act of elemental 
savagery and is most frequently so 
spontaneous, or so well planned, as to 
reach accompiishment before the 
agents of the law can get into pre- 
yventive action. 

To those who know the genesis and 
psychology of a mob bent on a iynen- 
ing the notion that a Dyer bill would 
be an effective deterrent is supremely 
ridiculous. 

Such a bill would act much as the 
Volstead law has acted. It would ex- 
cite resentment and incite the lawless 
ty extravagant displays of defiance and 
defeatism. Under the Dyer bill there 
would be more instead of fewer lynci- 
ings, in my opinion.

These anti-lyvnching bills all make 
the state necessarily “a party” to the 
cases that may arise under them. In 
any such case the state could claim 
thy place of its indicted officer and de- 
mand that the case be heard originally 
and solely by the supreme court. The 
congress has no constitutional power 
to vest jurisdiction in such a case in 
any inferior tribunal of the federal 
government. . 

The judiciary committees of both 
houses of congress have been of the 
op‘nion that these anti-lynching bills 
are clearly unconstitutional and deay 
that the fourteenth amendment has 
given power te congress to enact any 
one of them. 

Republican party -necessity might 
lead congress to enact one of them and 
the president might sign it, but there 
would surely ensue a case before the 
supreme court of the United States 
that would, in the opinion of high legal 
authorities, cause it to be declared un- 
constitutional. null and yoid!

INGREASED POWER 
sUUGHT BY 1.6. 6 


Washington, December 10.—(#)— 


More power to control projected con- 
solidations of railroads has been asked 
of congress by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

In recommendations that were made 
a part of its annual report, the com- 
mission sought authority to compel 
the promoters of any given consoli- 
dation to inciude in their scheme suct. 
other raiJroads or railroad property as 
may be deemed likely to benefit the 
publie service, when these can be ob 
tained on reasonable terms. 

A wide jurisdiction over consolida- 
tion projects generally was likewise 
requested, including ‘elimination o° 
that section of the prevent law which 
requires the commission to prepare a 
general plan by which all of the car- 
riers in the country may be merged 
into 19 or 20 major systems. 

Would Ban Wooden Frames. 

In connection with its general 
work, the commission repeated a rec- 
ommendation that congress by law re- 
quire railroads to use steel or steel 
underframe passenger cars in train 
service, and to forbid the inclusion of 
wooden-frame cars in trains consist- 
ing in part of steel cars. 

Reviewing its year’s work in rail- 
road regulation, the commisison be- 
gan by remarking the general increase 
in railroad earnings, 

“Since 1920, there has been a sub 
stantial increase in railway net earn- 
ings each year,” the report said. “The 
next railway operating income of | 
class one carriers was practically 
nothing in 1920; $1,121,000 in 1925, 
and in 1926 a further increase of 12.2 
per cent appears in the returns of 
the first eight months. This show 
ing isthe net result of changes within 
the period in volume of traffic, freight 
rates, in wages and in prices of ma- 
terial, and in other influences affect- 
ing operating expenses. 

Net Income Grows. 

“The growth in net railway operat- 
ing income is accompanied by and | 
part dependent upon a@ growth in the 
investment. In the five-year period 
1920-25 the total railway capital in- 
creased from $20,098,046,374 to $21.- 
799,241,424. The ratio of net in- 
come, after fixed charges, to the cap- 
ital stock was 8.20 per cent in 1925. 
This is nearly equal to the correspond- 
inz figure, 8.40 per cent for the cal- 
endar year 1916, the record year for 
this ratio.” 

Since congress in 1920 authorized 
the commission to allaw railroads to 
proceed with consolidation projects 
the report continued, control over 
31,000 miles of line hag been trans- 
ferred, and the question of permitting 
consoiidations is pending as to a very 
large additional mileage. The merg- 
ing of railroads was shown to be pro- 
ceeding steadily, though in the case 
of two of the largest projects for mer- 
ger brought before the commisgion. 
that of the Nickel Plate railroad, and 
of the Norfolk and Western to acquire 
the Virginian, the commission refused 
to allow the consolidations to proceed. 

$15,054,908 Due Government. 

Railroads are new required by law 
to pay the government half of the 
excess amount they may earn above 
» 3-4 per cent annually on the value 
of their property, and tentative audits 
indicate that $15,054,908 is now col- 
lectible by the treasury. However, in 
view of the difficulty in sc_tling upon 
the valuations of railroads concerned, 
the report suggested that legislation 
to make the system workable _ is 
needed. In actuality, the governmeni 
has only obtained $7, 000,000 from its 
excess earnings claims since 1920, and 
this amount-ig being held by the gov- 
ernment subject to final adjudica- 
tions. 

Practically all of the accountings 
and payments between the govern: 
ment and railroads left over from the 
war-time federal control of carriers 
have now been settled, the report 
continued, but some claims still are 
pending on account of the guarantee 
of earnings which was given the con 
trolled roads for the first six months 
after their return to private owner- 
ship. The commission estimated that 
$830,000 would clear up all outstand- 
ing debts on this score, and advised 
congress to compel claimants to seek 
a final digposition of the matter. 

Passenger Traffie Less, 

In its studies of railroad traffic. 
the commission noted that increased 
earnings had been obtained in the 
face of a marked decline of passenger 
travel, and in spite of limited expan- 
sion of freight ttisiness. In 1925, 
railroads carried a &tal of 902,000,000 
passengers, while in 1920 the number 
was l, 270,000,000. In 1926. the first 
six months of operations have shown 
that pasenger travel is less than dur- 
ing the same period of 1925 by 2.85 
per cent. The average length of 
journey per passenger has, however 
inereased during the same period. The 
falling off in numbers is attributed to 
increased use of motor transportation 
for short distances. ; 

So far during 1926 the freight busi- 
ness of railroads has been more vol- 
uminous than during 1924 and 1925, 
thought 1923 traffic volume still re- 
mains, in tonnage, the largest on rec- 
ord. New high weekly records have 
been set several times during the year 
by carloadings of revenue freight.

Princeton, Ind., December 10.—(# 
A raging fire, necessitating abandon- 
ment of all rescue work, today ended 
the vigil at Francisco Mine No. 2 
near here, where an explosion yester- 
day brought death to 20 men and se- 
rious injury to a score of others. 

Clifford Biel died tonight at the 
Methodist hospital here. He was taken 
from the mine Thursday night in the 
last group to leave the shaft alive. 
Jess William, of Princeton, is not ex- 
pected to survive the night, so serious 
are his injuries. 

The mine was ordered sealed while 
it still held the bodies of five men 
—-S. J. Rohl. W. P. Ratliff, Emery 
West, Walter Thomas and Claude 
Wright—but only after rescue crews 
were convinced that all were dead and 
that further exploring in the face of 
the new danger was useless. 

The bodies of Kohl and Ratliff had 
been found and were about to be lift- 
ed to the surface when the fire forced 
the rescuers to run for their own 
lives, The remains of the other three 
miners had not been located.

“The electro-static waves travel per- 
pendicular to the earth and are easily 
icked up by the outdoor antenna. 
his is the reason why great distances 


can be received with tl.s type of pick- |

‘These waves, however, will not 


penetrate a steel building‘and no an- | 
tenna within such a building can func- | 


tion. The electro-magnetic component, 
however, has the ability to penetrate 
the steel walls. These waves do not 
effect an antenna type of pick-up and 
actuate only a loop. Consequently,

This filter cuts out the frequencies 
which are most easily distorted and al- 
lows the passage of only the full 
rounded out and natural tones.

While 
in England he visited English courts

In the lower courts, he said that he 
noticed that attorneys made no objec- 
tions to evidence, either in direct testi- 
mony or in eross-examination, which 
is quite different to United States 
court procedure. The judge makes his 
charge to the jury very similar to the 
American jurists but with much dig- 
nity and effect. In arguments to juries 
defense attorneys and the prosecutor 
plead in tones no louder than a speak- 
er at a very informal committee meet- 
ing, he said. 

Speedy Justice. 


He was particularly impressed by 
a session of the lower judges, which 
is a similar body to the supreme court 
of the United States. This body is 
in session each Wednesday and visitors 
are permitted to receive a pass and 
watch the court procedure. The jur- 


ists were dressed in “every-day” clothes 


and informally asked if certain kinds 
of testimony had been introduced in 
the case, or if such testimony had been 
omitted, addressing either the prosecv- 
tion or the defense. This is quite dif- 
ferent from supreme court procedure 
as carried out in the United States. 
Although the session appears to be 
rather informal, the dignity of the 
jurists was especially noteworthy and 
the speed with which justice is meted 
out was mentioned by the speaker.
